LOOKS FROM HIS WINDOW 
UPON HIS LITTLE WORLD

ROME, Aug. 5.—Pope Plus X rose at 5:30 
this morning, saying he did not wish to 
change his habits. He slept last night in 
the apartment occupied by Cardinal Oreg- 
lia during the interregnum, which is sita- 
eted on the first floor of the Vatican. 

No decision has yet been taken concern- 
ing the pontiff’s ultimate quarters, but it 
is already said that he desires them to be 
extremely modest. 

At 7:15 the Pope said mass, assisted only 
by Mer. Bressan, his conclavist. He after- 
ward took breakfast, which consisted of 
only coffe, milk and a roll. Then, as he 
stood againet the window, from which he 
caught a glimpse of the gardens of the 
Vatican, the pontiff exclaimed: 

“My first pleasure when I can spare a 
moment will be to explore the gardens 
which now confine my little world. Heiga- 
_ ho. How shall I get or without my long 
country tramps? How I shall miss tiem 
and my sea.” 

This expression of the Pope indicates that 
he, like Pius IX and Leo XIII, regards 
himeelf as a prisoner in the Vatican, and 
that there will be no immediate change of 
policy on the Italain question. 

Pope Pius wished to see personally most 
of the innumerable telegrams of congratu- 
lation received, giving instructions for the 
answers to those for which he care most, 
and looked at the copies, changing here and 
there a word. Then he prepared for this 
morning's state reception of the cardinals 
in the Sistine chapel, which during the 
night had been cleared of its temporary 
furniture, used for the ballots and was as- 
suming its normal aspect. 


Cardinals Render 
Homage to the Pope. 


The third and last obedience of the 
sacred college was consummated this morn- 
ing with the same ceremonial as before, 
in the Sistine chapel, the Pope being in 
his full uontifical robes and palpaBly re- 
stored in mind and nerves by a night's 
rest. The cardinals filed before him and 
kissed his hand and foot, all smiling and 
apparently in a perfectly contented frame 
of mind. They themselves fn turn re 
ceived a hearty embrace from Pius X. 

The music was directed by |AbbDi Peros!, 
who was the pontiff’s protege, all present 
remarking how the Sistine choir had im- 
proved its method since being under the 
abbe’s care. Every available corner of 
the small chapel was filled this morning 
and thoee present seemed to-forget Pius 
X in their pleasure in the magnificent 
harmony of the voices ot the choir, and the 
feast of color as they rested their eyes 
on the pictures before them. The cere- 
mony ended about noon. — 


Declined to Use the 
Sedia Gestatoria- 


Both going to and coming from the Sis- 
tine chapel, when he passed through the 
Raphael loggia and the ducal hall, the 
Pope refused to be carried in the sedia 
gestatoria, which, however, followed him. 
After taking a few steps, he turned to 
Mer. Bisleti and said: ‘I shall never vol- 
untarily get into that box.’’ 

The sedia gestatoria is the chair or 
Hitter In which the pontiffs during various 
cerer-evtes are carried by bearers from one 
par’ ‘a palace to another.

Weakened and half delirious from a four 
days’ attack of fever wich was rapidly de- 
veloping into typhoid, Ferdinand Blanken- 
meister of 2215 Locust Street sought rellef 
in the cool breezes of a street car ride to 
Wellston.

He spoke of a car ride to Wellston and was 
advised to go. He was unaccompanied, but 
is known to have left the car at the right 
place to reach his boarding house. 

The first intimation of his whereabouts 


came to his anxious father and friends 
in an incoherent letter mailed in Kansas 
eaty Aside from an anxiety ag to his 
father’s welfare and the assurance that 
the writer thought he was al! right, the 
friends could learn little from the letter 
or from others which followed it. 

In the last letter he complained because 
he had received no letters. Yet he gave 
no address.

VENICE, Aug. 5.—The mental, spiriqual 
and physical attributes of Pope Pius X 
will assure, it is asserted, an ideal sovre- 
eignity of the Roman church. 

A man of large, well-filled figure, his head 
massive and fine, his countenance and kind- 
ly eye bespeaking gentleness, intelligence 
and humility, he bears himself nobly and 
with all the graciousness of a good king. 

One abler or more widely loved could not 
well have been chosen for the high office. 
Sarto agits in the chair of Peter because of 
his splendid worth. Politics, either of state 
or church, had naught to,do with his ele- 
vation. 

Of all the cardinals of thle sacred college, 
Sarto knew least of political intrigue and 
hatreds. 

A pure soul, above worldly things, he 
wears with peculiar propriety the title of 
‘Holy Father."’ 

Sarto spent half of his life in teaching 
the young. For many years he was the 
priest of a humble parish, with slender in- 
come, upon which there were many claims. 
He was past the meridian of life when 
honors sought him out and then he rose to 
a bishopric. 

Promotion came fast after that, although 
Sarto made not the least effort to seize the 
prizes above him. 

His works brought the rewards. The late 
Pope was quick to appreciate his many 
sterling qualities of mind and heart, and 
highly thought of by his superiors, there 
was no limit to the love and confidence he 
inspired among the laity. "f 

Pope, Pius X is absolutely adverse to 
the church pugnacious. As patriarch of 
Venice Sarto has had most pleasant rela- 
tions with the king and queen of $taly, 
showing to them that the spirit of peace 
was strong within him, and that there was 
in his heart no atom even of bitterness 
toward the temporal sovereigns. 

Indicating fully his idea of the whole 
duty of the clergy, he reformed the abuses 
in the diocese of Mantua, of which he was 
bishop, insisting upon the clergy attend- 
ing to their religious exercises to the poor 
and sick. 

He also holds most modern views upoh 
education, and brings to the Vatican a 
breadth of mind that cannot fail to still 
further advance , the papal influence 
throughout the world. 

As an indication of the extent to which 
his character and views are known itn this 
country, it is more evident that the Itallans 
are delighted wtih him, regarding him as 
neither a politician nor zealot, who Will 
prove to be simply a religious Pope. 

The fact is commented on that Sarto was 
nine years a priest, nine years vicar-gener- 
al, nine years a bishop and nine years a 
cardinal. 

It is also pointed out again that humble 
extraction has never been a hindrance to 
aspirations for cardinalate or the pontifi- 
cate. 

The new Pope is absolutely a self-made 
nian. He is descended from a family of 
very small persons in the Venetian market 
town of Riese, diocese of Treviso, near 
Venice. He was of a brood of eight—six 
daughters and two sons.. He was born in 
1835 und is therefore 68 years old. 

Although patriarch, Sarto allowed his 


family to continue in the modest line of 
life in which they were born.

One of the maiden sisters is 
housekeeper at the patriarch's palace here. 

The Pope’s mother, now dead, occupied a 
small peasant’s home, having in her hu- 
mijity always refused to live with her son 
Giuseppe, as even his modest establishment 
was considered by her to be luxurious in 
comparison with what she was accustomed 


to. 

The elder brother of the Pope, Angelo, 
lives in the village of Dellegrazie, province 
of Mantua, being the postman of the dis- 
trict and receiving $80 a year for his duties. 
He adds to his income by keeping a shop in 
which he sells tobacco. and pork. He has 
two pretty daughters. 


Postman Brother 
Very Independent. 


When Pius X was bishop of Mantua, his 
brother Angelo used often to go there for 
reasons connected with his postal services. 
The other clerks would ask him jokingly 
why his brother did not find him a better 
position. Angelo, with sturdy indepen- 
dence, answered that he preferred only to 
be what he could make himself. 

Still, following papal precedents, the to- 
bacconist and postman of Dellegrazie 
should become a Roman count. 

The new Pope is the seventh to come 
from the region of Venice. Among these 
popes was Benedict XII, who also came 
from Treviso, and who by a strange co- 
incidence was elected Pope exactly 699 years 
ugo yesterday. 

“Sarto” in English is ‘‘tailor,’’ 
xX. when a young seminarist, being 
rather elegant in his priestly robes, his 
companions used to joke with him, saying 
he evidently knew his business. 

He began his education at the diocesan 
geminary at Treviso, where he remained 
seven years, and continued it at Padua, 
the seat of a famous university, one of the 
best not only in Italy, but also in the 
world. 

He was only 23 years old when he was 
consecfated a priest, at Castelfrance, the 
birthplace of the master Giorgione, acting 
afterwards for nine years as coadjutor to 
the parizh priest of Tombolo, province of 
Paduu, a vilage of 2596 persons, who were 
the first to appreciate his virtues. 

His kindness was untiring. He sought to 
fill their wants and never a murmur was 
heard, though he was once called in the 
middle of a winter night to a deathbed 
which proved to be nothing of the kind. 
He guve freely of his very small means, 
was often without money himself, and kept 
many a poor family from starvation. 

Ir. 1867 he was at last appointed parish 
priest at Salzane, considered an important 
premotion, being a village of 3341 souls. 
Serto was exceedingly sorry to leave Tom- 
bolo, having become attached to the people. 
The peasants when he left made a most 
enthusiastic demonstration, crying “Viva, 
Don Guiseppte,”” while the women whose 
children he petted wept. 

He distinguished himself so much at Sal- 
zano that he was kept there only two 
months, which is remarkable in the career 
of an Italian parish priest. In 187, he 
was elected chancellor of the bishopric of 
Treviso, then spiritual director of that 
seminary, judge of the ecclesiastical trib- 
une and finally vicar-general. 


Appointed Bishop 


in Fiftieth Year. 

Pope Leo, who had highly appreciated 
his cleverness, piety and modesty, appoint- 
ed him in November, 1884, at the age of 49 
years, bishop of Mantua, where he re- 
mained nine years, until 1898, when he was 


made a cardinal and appointed patriarch 
of Venice. In the queen city of the Adri- 
atic he distinguish himself as a thorough 
refornier. suppressing all abuses, restoring 
the dignity of the clergy and the earnest- 
ness of religion.

The isolated Fawtkner jurymen were 
fresh and rosy this morning after a com‘: 
fortable night in the three large rooms 
at the Four Courts. A good supper, cigars 
and a stroll along Clark avenue to Union 
Station prepared them for a quiet evening. 

Court adjourned in the Faulkner perjury 
cafe at 5 o'clock Tuesday evening. The jury- 
men in custody of Deputy Sheriff Sherman 
Pattergon went to a hotel near the Four 
Courts and remained at the dinner table 
until 7. Careful to avoid the case in ques- 
tion they chatted among themselves, joked 
with the deputy and proposed a walk, to 
which the officer consented.

Each man had a separate cot. They slept 
four in a room.

Governor and Other Members of the 


State Executive Department Are 
Grandjury Witnesses.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 5.—Gov. 
Dockery, Secretary Cook, Treasurer Wil- 
liams and Auditor Allen, who comprise the 
executive department of the state, were 
summoned before the Cole County grand- 
jury at 10:30 o'clock this morning. All of 
the officials acknowledged service and pro- 
ceeded together to the courthouse, where 
they arrived, in the company of the at- 
torney-general, a few minutes before ll 
o'clock. 

The governor was the first to enter the 
jury room. He remained about five min- 
ufes and was followed by Cook, Williams 
and Allen, who remained only a short 
while. 

“Do you know anytting about boodling?’’ 
the governor was asked after he ieft the 
grandjury room. The question appealed to 
him as humorous, and he replied: 

“All I know is that I was asked if Capt. 
Allen carried around any thousand-dollar 
bills, and I answered that I had not seen 
him with a one-dollar bill.”’ 

“Well, for the governor,” said Auditor 
Allen, “I can say that he did not stand 
on his constitutional rights, because he 
was not in the grandjury room long enough 
to invoke them.”’ 

It is understood that Gov. Do¢ekery was 
anxious to impress the authorities that 
neither the nor any other state officers knew 
of boodling in the legisiature either at the 
the 1901 or 1903 legislative session. 

Again it is reported that the compromise 
beer bill was passed at the fthstance of 
the administration.

The Mexico, Mo., Intelligencer makes a fervent plea for the 
reinstatement of Secretary of State Cook as a possibility for 
some office within the gift of the Democratic party.

Tuesday night another party 
watched, and so until another night when 
the worshipers again performed the fireball 
ceremony. Those who saw it describe it 
as being very impressive and uncanny.
